1. Avoid crowds and places 
vhere close contact with others is

2. Avoid over-fatigue caused by 
too active play or excercise, or ir¬ 
regular ho’ir.T. 

3. Avoid swimming in polluted 
water. 

4. 4void sodden chilling. 

5. Observe rules relating to per¬ 
sonal cleanliness. Keep food tight¬ 
ly covered and safe from flies or 
other insects. Garbage should be 
tightly covered and if other dis¬ 
posal facilities are -Jacking, it 
should be buried or burned. 

The fo llowing are polio sympt¬ 
oms:—headachy nausea op upset 
stomach, muscle soreness, stiffness, 
or unexplained fever. 

Should polio strike, call the doc¬ 
tor immediately. Early diagnosis 
and prompt ti -Htinenl by qualified 
medical personnel often prevent 
serious crippling. 

Fear and anxiety should be held 
to a minimum. A calm confident 
attitude is conducive to health and 
recovery. 

Parents should remember that 
of ail those stricken, 50% or more 
recover completely, while more 
than 25% are lefl with only slight 
after-effects.

Local Girl Appointed to 
Indian Health Service in B.C, 


‘The phrase - "I would give my 
life’s blood” is often heard. The in¬ 
ference from this — that blood and 
life are Intimately connected is 
very true; so much so that blood 
may well be called life itself. In 
these days of advanced medical 
science, many lives are dependent 
on the availability of blood to the 
human frame. Blood loss is com¬ 
mon and may be due to any one of 
many things. Such a loss, if it is 
severe must he replaced Immediat¬ 
ely. The treatment is tranfusion 
with whole blood or blood plasma. 

“Years ago. many mothers died 
in childbirth. These days, due to 
the transfusion service, this is al¬ 
most impossible. Similarly many 
babies which were born, presuma¬ 
bly healthy, died. Now, since the 
discovery of the RH factor, they 
are given life by blood transfus¬ 
ion. 

“Severe shock, the primary sy- 
mpton of severe burns, of other 
Injuries responds to adequate tran¬ 
sfusion with plasma derived from 
blood. / 

"Five or six years ago, many 
major surgical procedures were 
believed Impossible because of the 
danger involved. Today, such oper¬ 
ations are accomplished with a 
greatly diminished margin of risk. 
This Is due In entirety to the free 
blood transfusion service now a- 
vallable to everyone. 


and recreation. 

“I have suggested homemaker 
classes for Indians at Fort St. 
James. I hope to help them to 
know how lo start gardens and 
to grow their own vegetables and 
can them. The department has 
been extremely helpful in offering 
to supply materials, sewing mach¬ 
ines. etc., and also provide prizes 
for gardens, to show that they are 
right behind the people, in their 
efforts. So far there has been a 
most encouraging response, and 
the Roman Catholic priest, Fath¬ 
er Simpson, has also been co-op¬ 
erative." 

We caught up with Dr. Mooney 
at the Stony Creek Reserve, a 
thriving-looking community with 
a number of new houses being 
built, a new sctioolhouse and a 
general air of well-being that per¬ 
meated the classroom where th«* 
children rose to greet the doctor 
,and to say, “good afternoon” to 
the new nurse. 

A number of calls were paid be¬ 
fore we returned to Vanderhoof. 

During the winter there are a- 
bout 600 Indians on the reserve at 
“the Fort,” as Fort St. James is 
always called, but as soon as the 
lake opens up they are off to their 
trap lines. 

The general health of the India¬ 
ns is fairlyygood. Miss Martin finds 
but the living conditions need 
much improvement. Overcrowding 
and little or no sanitation must be 
overcome. A great effort is being 
made to educate the people to sep¬ 
arate their living and their sleep¬ 
ing quarters and to boil the water 
they drink.

The following story which ap¬ 
peared in the Vancouver Province 
will prove of interest to this dist¬ 
rict. Miss Martin is a sister of C. 
B. Martin of Vulcan and received 
her education here prior to her 
graduation in New Westminister. 

The healtii of 2,000 Indians in a 
territory embracing 90 000 square 
miles has fallen to the care of a 
young nurse. Miss Dorothy Martin 
R. N.. formerly of Victoria, and 
recently of White Rock, whose 
headquarters are now located at 
Fort St. James in North Central 
British Columbia. 

Miss Martin is pioneering in her 
profession, the first nurse appoint¬ 
ed by the Department of National 
Health and Welfare. Indian Health 
Services in that territory. 

Dorothy Martin graduated from 
the Royal Columbian Hospital, 
New Westminster, in 1943. She 
took a post-graduate course # in 
surgery at the Vancouver General 
Hospital, and was on the staff of 
the maternity department of the 
Royal Columbian until volunteer¬ 
ing for service with the RCAMC 
in March 1944 

She served overseas until June, 
1946, and took advantage of the 
DVA credits to study for her Pub¬ 
lic Healtii certificate at the UBC. 
From work with the Department 
of Health and Weifare in Surrey, 
E.C. she has now stepped into her 
new position.. 

The greater part of British Col¬ 
umbia’s history has been written 
since. 180G when Fort St. James 
was founded as a Hudson’s Bay 
trading post. 

The old fort, close to Miss Mar¬ 
tin’s three-room log cabin, looks 
much the same as it did when the 
traders paddled their way down 
Stuart Lake to the aspen-girt 
shore and the trading post by the 
Indian settlement. 

She does her own baking and 
rends by lamplight, takes part in 
community life of the little set¬ 
tlement and derives genuine pleas¬ 
ure from he beauty of the sur¬ 
rounding scene. , 

Although she has as yet by no 
means covered h^r whole territory 
Dorothy Martin has been as far 
north as Fort McLeod. Fort Ware 
and Ta'kta' Landing, whence she 
was flown by the celebrated bush 
pilot, Capt. “Kuss” Baker on em¬ 
ergency trijis to bring out patients 
for major operations. 

These, were performed in the 
splendidly equipped little St. John 
Hospital at Vanderhoof, a distance 
of 42 miles by road from Fort St. 
James. x . • • 

Patients, who have had up to 
the present time only occasional 
visits from medlcahnen. have wel¬ 
comed the action ’of the Federal 
Government in appointing the first 
full-tini*' nurse in the territory. 

As summer flying conditions im¬ 
prove, Miss Martin will travel far¬ 
ther afield. Recently she paid her 
first visit to the Stony Creek In¬ 
dian Reserve, near Vanderhoof. 
nceompanied by Dr. Alvin Mooney 
and myself. 

"I have worked out a rough 
outline of what I want to do,” Miss 
Martin said ns we jolted and 
bumped along the rough gravel 
road leading lo the reserve. 

“My program,” she continued, 
"will bo planned under three gen¬ 
eral headings . . . health, education

HAWTHORNE. Calif. — Robert 
L. Deans, son of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
H. Deans of Vulcan, who re¬ 
engineering by the Northrop Aer¬ 
onautical Institute of Hawthorne, 
has accepted a position with Cnn- 
adair, Ltd., in Monreal. 

His new job will enable him to 
apply engineering training acquir¬ 
ed during his two-year enrollment 
at the Northrop institute. 

Deans' employment was arrang¬ 
ed through the institute’s gradu¬ 
ate placement department. He was 
selected for the position because of 
his conduct and record in applied 
aeronautical engineering during 
his attendance at the school, ac¬ 
cording to James L. McKinley, in¬ 
stitute director.

“Our own provincial government 
knows these facts. I^ast April, the 
Government offered, $150,000 in 
scholarships to encourage young 
people to come into teaching. In 
July, the same Government told 
a delegation of the Board of Trade 
and Agriculture that school boards, 
and especially rural school boards, 
would have to embark upon a pol¬ 
icy of economy and retrenchment. 
These - actions are incongruous. 
They will eventually lead lo a 
higg'r teacher shortage than ever 
it is time that a definite educat¬ 
ional objective was set. and means 
devised to obtain this objective.” 

Mr. Ansley explained that the 
Canadian Teachers’ Federation jV- 
presented GO 000 teachers in Cana¬ 
da's ten provinces. "It is hoped 
that the Alberta representatives to 
this years conference." concluded 
Mr. Ansley, “will bring back in¬ 
formation and ideas that may be 
of some value to Alberta in solving 
these most pressing problems, es¬ 
pecially the shortage of teachers.”

CANADA FII.(,S WHEAT 
AGREEMENT WITH 
GREAT BRITAIN 

Terms of the Canada-United 
Kingdom Wheat Agreement for 
1948-49 have been fully carried 
out, according to a statement by 
Rt. Hon.. C. D. Howe, Minister of 
Trade ami Commerce. Final tran¬ 
sactions to complete the third 
year of the Agreement were con¬ 
cluded on July 27 between the 
Canadian V/heat Board and the 
Imported Cereals Division of the 
United Kingdom Ministry of Food 

“I urn pleased that we in Can¬ 
ada have been able to carry out 
our part of the agreement in the 
1948-49 crop year,” Mr. Howe 
sr.id. "Due to a more favourable 
wheat crop than was harvested in 
fhe previous year, producers de¬ 
livered a heavier volume of wheat 
particularly in the early part of 
the crop year. This in turn was 
moved forward from country el¬ 
evators to seahoard with the co¬ 
operation of those engaged in th*? 
handling and movement of the 
wheat crop.”
